1. Claims 1-60 are allowed.

b. DeMarzo (U.S. Patent No. 4,953,552) 

4. Neither Beckers nor DeMarzo teach a blood glucose monitoring system that embodies a 
program of instructions, which include instructions to generate glucose level signals in order to 
process insulin dosage data and detection for a need for a change in insulin dosage; furthermore 
the signals coupling together the blood glucose monitor, the microprocessor-based portable unit, 
and the digital data storage medium.
